The writer has referred to the 
well know fact that every one of 
the ancient nations, which were 
contemporary with the Jews when 

itterly perished, yet the Jews are 
yet with us. He might have add- 
ed, that the Egyptians once held 
them in bondage, that the Assyr- 
ians and the Babylonians carried 
them captive and scattered them 
in other lands ; that the Persians 
and Greeks ruled over them for 
centuriee, and that the Romans fi- 
lly devastated their country with 
fire and sword, slew a million of 
them, carried the rest away as 
slaves, destroyed their city and 
temple, and scattered them in the 
dispersion in which they have now 
lived for two thousand years with- 
out a country. He might have 
made his question still more perti- 
nent by adding, that twice in their 
early history decrees went forth 
from mighty kings, that every man, 
woman and child of Jewish blood 
in the whole earth should be put to 
death. The first of these was the 
well known decree of Ahasuoerus 
instigated by Haaman, that on a 
given day the whole race should be 
slaughtered ; and all the race was 
then in his dominion. The second 
was between the close of the Old 
Testament history and the opening 
qf the New, when Antiochus IV, 
se dominion included them, 
ed to exterminate them, and 
; against them army after army 
thought sutlicient to accomplish 
the task, every one of which was 
defeated by a handful of heroes 
under Judas Maccabeus. Tis was 
the most heroic war in defense of 
life and religious liberty of which 
history contains n record. Read 
it in Josephus or in the first book 
of Maccabees. 

After all this, and after they 
have lived aniuug all nations tor 
the last two thousand years, de- 
spised, persecuted and robbed in 
every barbarous way, the question 
why they are yet with us acquires 
enormous emphasiB. They are not 
only with us yet, but they are here 
in as great numbers as ever, with 
more gold at their command than 
Solomon ever dreamed of, ewning 
great business blocks in all of the 
great commercial cities, buying and 
transporting all the fat cattle that 
our country ships to Europe, own- 
ing and editing most of the great 
newspapers in Europe, and many 
in America, holding the leading 
positions as lawyers and physicians 
in Europe, and sometimes rising 
like Lord Beaconsfield to the very 
highest places of political power. 
These amazing facts do not answer 
the question, "Why they are yet 
with us," but they show to a de- 
monstration that no power less than 
that of God himself can have pre- 
served them. 

If we turn to God's word our 
question is easily answered. When 
the progenitor of this race wsi a 
childless man of seventy-five with 
a barren wife, God called him away 
from his kindred into a strange 
land, and «aid to him, "I will make 
of thee a great nation, 1 will bless 
him that blesseth thee, and curse 
him that curseth thee, and in thee

tions of the earth be blessed." He 
gave the land of Canaan to him and 
his children for an everlasting pos- 
session.

The 
man who looks these facts in the 
face, and then needs the words of 
Israel's prophets written long be 
fore the events occurred, must hi 
perversely blind if he does not ac 
knowledge the reality of predictivt 
prophecy. To thus establish the 
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ring in the ears of all coming gen- 

denceof God with this people shall 
continue to unfold. 

There are yet two other reasons 
why the Jews have been so marvel- 
ously preserved. They are yet to 
be restored to the possession of 
their own land. It is theirs now, 
by a solemn covenant of him who 
made it and gave it to them for an 
everlasting posession. Through 
Amos, one of the earliest of the 
prophets, Jehovah said: "I will 
bring again the captivity of my 
people Israel, and they shall build 
the waste cities, and inhabit them 
and they shall plant vineyards and 
drink the wine thereof ; they shall 
make gardens and eat the fruit 
thereof. And I will plant them up- 
on their lande, and they shall no 
more be plucked up out of their 
land saith Jehovah the God." 
Amos 1:14.15)

The Repuhlican so-called anti- 
trust law just passed by the Con- 
gress, and which gives to the new 
Department of Commerce and La- 
bor the power to investigate and 
gather information about certain 
great corporations or trusts, and 
to report such data to the presi- 
dent, is a meaningless and harm- 
less one so far as the trusts are 
concerned. Here is the law in a 
nutshell, and you can draw your 
own conclusions, as it is a combi- 
nation of "ifs": 

If, the Secretary of this new de- 
partment is s>o inclined he may fish 
for facts in regard to trusts; 

Ir, the chief of the bureau of 
corpoartions in this new depart- 
ment is not owned by the trusts, 
and if he is capable, and if he has 
competent and honest assistants 
and if they fish in the right place, 
they may obtain valuable data; 

If when valuable data is ob- 
tained; the president wishes, he 
may have access to it; 

If, then, the President has time 
to read it and sees fit to do so, he 
may make public some are all of 
this data; or. 

If he thinks best, he may sim 
ply make "recommendations to 
Congress for legislation" to regu- 
late trusts; 

If, then, Congress is not con- 
trolled by the allied trusts and 
railroads, it may, in the course of 
time, pass new legislation to curb 
trusts: 

If, then, the Attorney-General is 
so inclined, and if he has time, he 
may apply the new legisaltion to 
the offending trusts; 

II, then, the evidence is suffi- 
cient, the courts may, in years to 
come, decide that the new legis- 
lation is constitutional, and thai 
some particular trust has been 
guilty of illegal practices; 

If, then, the trust has not 
ready changed its form or ceased 
to exist, it may pay a nominal fine, 
and, in the course of eight or ten 
years— as did the Standard ( il 
Trust— slightly change its name 
and location and cont Hue its Lim-

A WORLD BEEF TRUST. 
Close upon the heels of Judge 
Crosscup's decision granting 
tempoary injunction against the 
Beef Packer's A»»iA.!*i.i«>ri, 
the anouncement that the beef 
barons are to form a great corpor- 
ation which eventually may con 
trol the meat trade of the world. 
Although these barons will then 
continue to do what the courts 
would now restrain them from do- 
ing as separate companies, yet the 
Republicans are boasting of their 
achievements under the Shcrrr.a: 
anti-trust law. 

The Republicans have yet to 
win their first suit under this or any 
other law, which will lay a trust 
flat upon its back and put it out 
of business for all f"?""* time. 
The Republicans get the decisions 
—very useful in political cam- 
paigns—and the trusts continue to 
get monopoly profits— very useful 
to pay dividends on watered stock. 
The Standard Oil Co. continues to 
plunder the people more than the 
Standard Oil Trust ever did. The 
United States Steel Corporation, 
which includes the pipe concerns, 
sticking us with higher prices 
for pipe than the Addystone Pipe 
Co. ever got. The Missouri Joint 
Traffic decision has not prevented 
the railroads from charging higher 
ates than before and from con- 
tinuing to discriminate in favor of 
the trusts. 

Thus it is and thus it will ever 
continue to be until the trusts are 
tackled in the right way— that is 
by knocking the underpinning of 
special privileges from under them. 
The most conspicuous of these 
supports is the tariff. While 
Dingley duties exist court deci- 
sions against trusts will be fruitless, 
except lor political purposes. 

This trust bu«ine<s<t i* Republi- 
canism, and before the people de- 
cide between the two great parties 
we would have them decide the 
question am I for the existence of 
trusts or against them? for the 
people or against them? 

PUT ON YOUR THINKER. 
The presence of William Ran- 
dolph Hearst in Washington City 
recently accompanied by former 
Governor Budd, of California, who 
launched his boom for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for the Presi- 
dency at thebigjefferson-jackson- 
Lincoln barbecue in Columbus, 
Ohio, on the 1 3th of February, 
has started the Democratic talk 
again on Presidential possibilities. 
A number of the leaders of the 
party here are beginning to take 
the Hearst boom seriously and are 
quoting what Governor Budd said 
when he launched the boom.

They know the American citi- 
zen very well, and they know that 
out of a hundred citizens in this 
age of competition, and ol anxiety 
for the future, at least 80 per cent, 
think with their pockets. The 
trusts are establishing for them- 
selves millions of little footholds 
on millions of American pockets. 
And you will find it very hard in- 
deed to interfere with the trusts 
when these million of American 
pockets shall begin thinking and 
sympathizing along trust lines. 
The steel trust issues about fif- 



teen hundred millions of securities. 
Of this, some five hundred millions 
in bond represent what the prop- 
erty cost. These five hundred 
millions of bonds are carefully held . 
by Mr. Carnegie, who has two. 
hundred millions of them, or more, 
and by the other wise ones. j 

The thousand million dollars of 
other steel securities will soon be 
located in he pockets of the peo- 
pU. A« raniHly as ran he man- 
aged, the great trust men are sell- 
ing their stock in small parcels to 
'the citizens of the country. 

In ffve years from now the 
stock of the steel trust, and of 
many other big trusts will be 
owned by forty or fifty millions of 
the country's inhabitants. The 
small citizen who has saved a few 
hundred dollars will have the 
money in steel, or sugar, or rail- 
road, or telephone. 

Then, when a trust is hurt and 
its stocks go down there will come 
a roar from the hundreds of thou- 
sands of small stockholders. 

When the trusts shall have dis- 
tributed their holding among the 
voting pockets of the nation, their 
sqeeezing of the public will mean 

little more interest on their 
stocks. And this little more inter- 
est will make the indviidual stock- 
holder forget that it represents ex- 
tortion and an increase in the price 
of the necessaries of life for all 
their fellow citizens. 

Among those who now own 
steel stock, even a very little, how 
many do yon think are more in- 
terested in the rights of the peo- 
ple than in the price of their stock? 

Each man who has a little 
money influences a certain num- 
ber of other men, his sons, or poor 
relatives, or employes. 

You all know that if a man to- 
day says or does anything that 
seems to threaten the savings 
bank he commits political suicide. 

The average man who has nine- 
ty dollars in th^ savings bank 
thinks more of that ninety dollars 
than he does of the Declaration of 
Independence, the Old and New 
Testaments and eternal salvation 
all rolled into one.— New York 
Evening Journal. 

These are tacts. More, if some 
folks have an inheritance or pros- 
pective once they become just the 
same kind of fools. Labor and 
the capitalist are at outs and both 
are combines one of money power 
and the other aggregated individ- 
ual power and each must have 
their lim itations. 

TTSALOONS. 
It is time for fathers and moth- 
ers, yea, all people to pause in the 
business rush long enough for re- 
flection. Thirteen saloons means 
an annual out lay of not far from 
£50,000 before there is a dime pro- 
fit to the investor, think of it. 
How much strong drink must be 
sold and drank before this amount 
is realized. Say $100,000 is the 
the minimum and we have it to a 
reason that near one-half of the 
voters of Montgomery county are 
dram'>i»l--ers and take three drinks 
per day. Appalling such, were 
they facts, but wc know one half 
of Montgomery's men are not 
dram drinkers and so if we make 
it less then we must conclude that 
the smaller number are inebriates 
and that the saloonists are subject- 
ing themselves to a law punish- 
ment, and if one half are not drink- 
ers and a less number are not 
drunkards then the saloonists must 
he resortinrr to other means that 
go with the dram drfnking busi- 
ness, gambling. We may reason 
closer to home. Off of whom 
does this money come with which 
to support thirteen saloons. Read- 
er ask your own laborers, your 
own boys and see if you are not a 
contributor. Again for what does 
such business count, that you 
would give it in exchange for your 
sons and daughters, the men with 
whom you work at the mill. It ij 
time to consider.

The Demooratio State Central 
Committee met here Saturday for 
the purpose of straightening out 
the wrangle between Judge M. C. 
Saufley and Mr. W. C. Bell over 
the Thirteenth district judgeship 
nation. But that business had 
hardly been entered upon before 
the arrival or tno nour for the de- 
parture of the west bound C. & O.

Resolved, That it is the sens 
this committee that said primaries 
and conventions be set by said local 
committee on a day on or after the 
date fixed by said primary, to- wit, 
May 9. The chairman of the coi 
mittee is directed to furnish to t 
chairman of each local committ 
where such primaries or conve 
tions have been called a copy of

Sixty-live Drinks to the Gallon. 

Some interesting calculations are 
made on the basis of the number of 
gallons of Kentucky whiskey with 
drawn from bond from July 1, 1901, 
to June 30, 1902. The total num- 
ber of gallons withdrawn were 19,- 
571,440. Saloon keepers estimate 
that there are from sixty to seven- 
ty drink* in a gallon of whiskey, 
and that the average price for 
Kentucky whiskey ahould be at 
least ten couIb per drink, ir not 
more. Estimating that there are 
sixty five drinks in each gallon of 
whisky withdrawn from bond, the 
total number of drinks in 19.571,- 
440 would be 1,272,143,600. At 
ten cents per drink, this whiskey 
would bring at retail $127,214,860.

HOW DOLLS ARE MADE. 

Interesting Process by Which Millions 
Are Turned Out Every Year. 

Of whatever material the doll ia 
made — wax, porcelain or composi- 
tion — the processes by which its 
beauty is evolved are practically the 
same, says the Woman's Home Com- 
panion. First, the head. In France 
and other European countries ma- 
chinery is little used. The hot liquid 
is. ladled into the lead or plaster 
molds. Over here the workman, 
holding the mold in one band, turns 
a faucet, and allow* tho stcarr.izg 
white mixture to rush into the cavity. 
Quickly reversing the mold over an 
opening in the tank, he grasps and 
fills another, andi another, reversing 
each one to allow all the mixture 
which does not immediately adhere 
to the sides of the mold to run back 
into the tank. 

as soon as it is cool enough to handle, 
and with two movement* of his hands 
separates the leaden Fides and pulls 
out the doll's head. It is not a lovely 
object in this stage, nor ten minutes 
later, even, when the polisher has 
trimmed off the ragged seams and the 
dyer has dipped it in flesh-colored 
paint. If it be a wax doll its com- 
plexion resembles a freshly boiled 
lobster. This U because the wax it- 
self is white. Some of us found that 
out for ourselves when we surrepti- 
tiously sampled the cheeks of sister's 
idol in lieu of forbidden chewing- 
gum, not dreaming that the streaks 
would show. 

A girl or youth next paints the 
eyebrows, lips and cheeks, and a man 
puts in the eyes. This last is a sim- 
ple operation, unless the eyes are to 
open and shut, when the balancing 
of the lead becomes a matter of some 
skill. Nothing now remains but to 
put on the beautiful flaxen wig, which 
is tastefully curled and arranged by 
an expert workman. No mere clod i9 
intrusted with the doll's coiffure, you 
iiinr assure yourself. 

The best doll-bodies are stuffed 
with shavings of cork; hair, excelsior, 
cotton and sawdust are also used. 
The arms and legs are molded exactly 
as the heads, and are sewed to their 
places by deft-fingered girls. 

The great majority of dolls are sent 
to market without being clothed at 
all, but doll-dress making is a very 
important branch of toy manufac- 
ture.

The Treatment of Criminals. 

A recent issue of the Philadel- 
phia Enquirer contained an editor- 
ial giving intelligent consideration 
to the treatment of criminals after 
they have satisfied the require- 
ments of the law. It speaks of the 
difficulty which the ex-convict has 
in finding employment, and says: 

"What is the future of this man? 
This problem is constantly coming 
up and it is sad to see that there is 
little progress niude towards solv- 
ing it. No business man wants to 
employ an ex-convict; if he is a 
professional man na one cares for 
his services. There seems almost 
no avenue of employment for him. 
What can he do? 

This si ns up the situation, and 
it deserves serious consideration. 
How would it do to try a system 
of probation, say a year or two, 
during which the ex-convict would 
have a chance to prove his worthi- 
ness? That it, after his term has 
expired let him have the privilege 
of working voluntarily under the 
direction of the state at the same 
occupation which he followed in 
the penitentiary, he to come and 
go at his pleasure as long as he de- 
ports himself properly. 

Society feels an interest in re- 
storing the ex-convict to his place 
in the industrial community, but 
no one is willing to risk eniDloving ' 
him until his reformation is prov- 
en. If, after his release, h» shows 
by his conduct that he desires to 
work and establish himself in the 
esteem of his fellows he will have 
no difficulty in finding employment. 
The parole is being used with in- 
creasing frequency where someone 
is willing to become responsible for 
the good conduct of the convict, 
and the probationary period would 
provide for those without friends 
to stand sponsor for them. The 
reclamation of those who have fal- 
len before the temptation and yet 
desire to be reinstated in the con- 
fidence of the public is certainly to 
be desired.

Ed Porter Thompson Dead. 

After a long and patient strug- 
gle, combatting wounds received 
nearly forty years ago as a gallant 
soldier of the Confederacy, Capt. 
Ed. Porter Thompson, soldier, his- 
t irian and faithful public official, 
died at 11 o'clock Wednesday night 
at his borne in Frankfort. He had 
been ill for about two weeks, con- 
fined to his home, and his death

His father, 
Lewis M. Thompson, was a Virgin- 
ian. He was reared on a farm, but 
after he was nineteen years of age 
engaged in teaching school until 
I860, whrh he studied law. Be 
fore he obtained his license the war 
between the States broke out. 

HIS WAH RECORD. 

His sympathies were with the 
South and he entered the Confed- 
erate army in the Sixth Kentucky 
regiment, the famous Orphan Bri- 
gade. In March, 1862, he became 
first sergeant of Company F, and 
with that company participated 
the engagement at Shiloh, where 
he waB wounded. In May follow- 
ing he was elected First Lieute- 
nant of Company E. He fought at 
Vioksburt, and Stone River, at 
which latter place he was severely 
wounded and feli into the hands of 
the enemy. He was one of thirty- 
x officers who cast lots at City 
Point, Va., in 1863 for the chance 
of being returned to Fort Delamare 
prison and shot in retaliation, but 
was one of eighteen who drew for- 
tunate tickets and were exchanged. 
Though disabled for service, 
voluntarily rejoined the regir 
in November, 1863, and was n 
Captain in the Quartermaster's 
partment. He served in IhMtt 
city during the remainder of 
war. In his report of the part 
taken in the battle of Stone River 
by the Sixth regiment, Gen. Joseph 
H. Lewis said of him : 

"Of those wounded several 
left on the field and at Murfrees- 
boro, and of the missing I fear all 
are either prisoners or killed. The 
last seen of Lieut. Ed. Porter 
Thompson was with pistol firingon 
the advancing enemy. It is due to 
him to say that detailed as com- 
misssary he was not required to go 
into action, but he discharged his 
duties as an officer on the field, 
haring the hardships and dangers 
hroughout."

Radium, the Scientific Srnsation, 

The cheerful news comes from 
London that the prico of radi 
has been reduced Horn $1,000,000 
to $900,000 a pound. This will be 
a great relief to the thousands of 
poor who have been cut off from 
using thiB remarkable metal owing 
to the former high price. It is 
evident, however, that there will 
soon be a scarcity, as there are 
only two pounds in the world, 
that those who are in need of it 
should com? '.'srly and avoid the 
rush. No home, we should say, 
would be complete without at least 
half a pound of the article. 

Seriously speaking, the scientifii 
world is just now aghast over the 
discovery of the properties of ratli 
um, the rarity of which can be 
judged by its price. To produce 
idely two pounds of it requires the 
ition of 5,000 tons of uranii 
SI an expensive metal, 
chief characteristic is its radial 
quality— that iB its power to give 
off an enormous amount of light, 
almost equal to that of the sun 
proportionately, and that, too. 
without much heal. It is a fine 
uite powder that glows in the 
dark like phosphorus, and so far 
as known loses none of its proper- 
ties as time passes on. Its rays 
strong that the celebrated 
X-rays which astonished us a few 
years ago seem like a plaything- 
It is claimed that photographs 
have been taken by rays which 
have passed from radium through 
three feet of solid steel. This 
seems impossible, but, not more so 
than that the Roentgen rays should 
go through wood or cloth. 

Just whM place it is to will take 
in the world is as yet ut 
It is claimed by its discoverer that 
the light it emits is so strong that 
to enter a room where a pound oi 
it ie exposed would blind a person : 
even a pinch of it care'ully wrapp- 
ed in a paper and carried in the 
pooket blisters the skin instantly. 
There is only a wee bit of the metal 
in this country, and it was im- 
ported with considerable difficulty, 
owing to its strange qualities. It 
is hoped by scientist that it will be 
possible to use it in medimn? for 
the purpose of Killing germs which 
cannot be reached in any other 
way. Finsen, the Danish physi- 
has recently effected com 
plete cures of lupus, one of the 
most loathsome and hitherto fatal 
diseases, by meams of modified 
electric light, but no electric light 
compares in power with the rays of 
radium. 

The bubonic plague haB broken 
out at another Mexican town, Villa 
Union, near Mazatlan, roporting 
two deaths. The people resisted 
the burning of infected houses and 
attacked the sanitary officers.

Assembly.
